Nothing More Than License Tax Bill. 



Mo^t of the eoiiversa- 
tion in ra<-ing einles these days g»*nerally turns 
toward the Maryland !»itnation. 'Fliose in eommand 
r«*|H»rt iiaving tin* Mar.^land sitnation well in liaml. 
blit one ean never tell wli.it is going to liapiH‘ii in 
IMdilies. Those in elose toiieli witli eonditions anti- 
eipate ,\ bill to be p.issed eh.irging tlie assoeiatioiis 
a lieav.v lii*e:ise fee. but whether it will 1m* the 
measure alre.id.y pn*posed. no one is eompeteiit to sa.v. 
All sorts of strained politiial inelhods have been ap- 
plii*d by the anti-raeing folks to slaughter tin* sport 
in Maryland, but friends of raring liave. until now. 
Idorked a iit.’igoiiist ie proi-eedings. Arnold Itothstein 
derlared tliat only those who wer** elosel.v identified 
with raeiiig and sto<kliohl.*is. knew tlie battles 
tliat liad to 1m* fought by tlie assix-iations to keep 
raeing afloat, at the s.-mie time adding tliat owners 
and tr.iiners of horses oiigiit to eon>ider tliose things 
in future re<iui*s:s for larger stakes and purses. 

It was tlie geiier;il opinion of horsemen, wlio re- 
turned from the ( orrig.in sale, tli.it tin* st«'« k offered 
was fired in the ni.-ijority of inst.imes as a pre- 
ventative of future latneniNS. rather than a neees- 
sity. “'Fliere were some inst.inees where tlie iron 
was needed.’' said Mr. Daingerfield. “but in every 
ease where the treatment was applied. lM*nefit had 
be«*n »>r would Im* <h*rived. a<eording to experts, 
.and the result of the sale showed that the stork 
^vjis in e\cHlh*nt winter eondition. <*ensidering tlie 
elim.itii* siiiroiindings tliat ruled in Keiitneky during 
tin* winter months, wliieh liave lM*en mneh mure

'I bis view is taken from the faet 
tliat at le.ist tlii'ee rieli and inrineiiti.il men iHiugbt 
♦■xteiisiveiv of the Corrigan horses, wlio miglit pos 
'ibly not ' liave lM*eii so tIn»rongbly identified with 
tin* turf as tliey will 1m* in later days.

YANKEE WONDERFULLY PRESERVED 



Popular Ameiican Stallion Shows Little Signs of 
Old Age and Is Magnificent Looking Horse. 



New York. .Taiiiiar.v 2o.- Briieging the stallion 
Yankee baek to this country was an exeelleiii move 
on the part of his owner. F. B. Hiteheoek in the 
opinion of breeders and tliose interested in tin* 
improvement of oiir tlioronglibr<*d interests. Tin* 
aeiiiiisition of this well known and ever-popnlar 
sire to the ranks of our stallions, togetlier with 
tlie large nnmlM*r of rielil.v-hred mares that have 
recently come from abroad, should Ik* of ineahul- 
able value in .vears to come. Says a turf writer, 
wild looked ov»*r Yankee upon liis arrival in tliis 
conn try: 

••'File iv-import.ition of Yankee to tlie land of 
his birtli and his turf triumphs n.-itnrall.v attr.-iets 
no little attention, especially among 'the older 
generation of turfmen. Of course, he h^iks idder 
than lie did the day he won tin* Futurity of 1901. 
Imt it is surprising how wonderfully well pre- 
served he is. He sliows no signs of :iny tiling like 
exirenie old ;ige. but, of course, lie has thiekened 
and let down in the barrel materially. 

“'Fliere are no deep Judluws over liis eyes, wliieli 
jire as full .ind bright as when lie was a two-year- 
old. and the miisi les of his jowls and nerk ajipear 
to 1 m* as fully and as gracefully rounded as ever. 
His b.ok is not pi*: leptibly ‘swayed.’ his quarters 
are massive and inlly rounded out. while tliere has 
1*04*11 no shrinkage about liis arms, stiflos or gas- 
kins. 

“l»»*shl«*s all this. \ank«*e d<M*s not se(*ni to havi* 
devt loped tin* iiifirniities of temper \Hiieh are often 
••liara4-t»*risti<* of ohi st;il lions. Ht* acts as if lie 
w«*n* gljid to n*e«*ive callers, and soenis to like 
iM'iiig <are.sse<l as well as any yearling. That his 
<«*nstitntion remains excellent may be inD*rre«l 
from Hie fact that a stay of tiiirry-seven ihi.vs 
on shipboard seems to have in no way even iiicoii- 
veuieiieed him.

SIRES SECURED FDR ARMY REMDUNTS 



Jac<»h Pim-us. who di<*d on W4*dnesday. was one 
of the most famous jix-keys and trainers on the 
Amerii'an turf. 

Jake Pineus was known on practically every 
race traek in the world. He was a turf figure 
of international reputation. He rode all <»f his 
races on th<* American tracks, hut as a trainer 
he developed and saddled winners in all parts of 
tlie worhl. He was the onl.v American trainer to 
win tin* Epsom Derby witli an Ameriean-hred 
liors*. 'Fliis he did in 1881 wlien Pierre liorillard’s 
Iroquois defeated tin* liest horses in Europe in 
tin* Bine Bihand event of the turf and most famous 
ra«*e ill the worhl. 

Mr. Pineus was lM*rn in Baltimore in 1838, and 
as a 1m>.v went to (Miarleston. where he became 
interested in ilie thorouglibr(*d. After less than 
a year as an anpr(*ntiee and :it fonrTe(*n years of 
age. lie heeame a j<H*ke.v. During his first month 
in tin* saddle in 1852 he rode several winners at 
('harleston and then went to New Orleans, xvhere 
he attained greater snecess. and from there to 
Saratoga, where he distinguished liiniself by lead- 
ing all otlier jm-keys in regard to winning mounts. 
In the decade preceding the livil war lie was con- 
siilei*ed the best jockey on the American turf. 

IMMORTAL FAME AS A TRAINER. 

AYlien liis ilajs in the saddle ended beeausi* of 
age and weight he turned his attenti<m to training. 
And at this he earned immortal fame. Hi* was of 
;i lovable cliaraeter and his integrit.v was never 
questioned. He was welcomed ever.v where ;ind on 
the Fi(*neh and English tracks received courtesies 
seldom ai-eorded to a fort*igner. 

So renowned was he as a trainer that his ser- 
vii-es w»*re songlit h.v most of tin* leading horsemen 
on the American turf. 

At one time lie tr.-iined tlie liorses belonging to 
tile late August Belmont, father of tin* present 
ehairinan of the JiM-key (’Inb. So faithful was he 
to this emid**yer tliat wlu*n old age deprived him 
of a position Mr. Belmont pensioned liim. 'Fliis 
l»eiision he enjoyed nniil his death. Besides being 
a jiM-key and a trainer, he also was a starter, fie 
held that position for several .vears at the Mon- 
iiiouth Park. N. J.. track. 

Mr. Pineus loved tlie liorse and knew him as 
few liorsenien did. He was at the traek nearly 
ever.v da.v during tlie metroiM>litan racing sea.sou, 
and. rain or shim*, made six visits to the paddock. 

'Fo a host of friends he would iM»int out the giMMl 
and l».id iM*ints of tin* different ra<*4*rs. Invariablv 
his judgment in regard to their ability proved cor- 
re«t.
